Since television entered tiie poUticid erene. 
we've heard many prtmuaet that our national 
conventMMis would ba modemix ed and stream­ 
lined. But the crust el custom and traditioi! 
is hard to scale off. 
The nominating sp e e d s and demoni^a- 
tions at the Democratic convention in 
Im 
Angeles consumed nearly seven hours. One 
trembles to think what it would have bewi 
without the allegedly determined effort to 
“ hold it down.” 
There really is no « ccuse today for an end­ 
less string (rf seconding speeches. Some other, 
quicker way needs to be found to give the 
lesser politicians their brief moment in the 
TV sun. 
Evidently we will alway s have the favorite 
sons with us. They are the men who feel they 
need the national spotlight for home area 
political purposes, or who want by this means 
to keep their delegates in line. 
But it ought to be possible for their state 
to vote for them after only the n> 08t per­ 
functory introduction of their names. Nothing 
IS more tiresome than a nationwide recital 
of the virtues of men who will never he na­ 
tional figures 
As for the demonstrations, they have be­ 
come hopelessly artifical. mechanical and 
heartless. 'Hiey are a ritual out of the past, 
when this nation was y ounger, less sophisti­ 
cated. more naturally boisterous. 
In the beginning, demonstrations belonged 
to the delegates. They were genuine out- 


bur^. Even m lato at 1940. delegates poured 
into the aisles, fought ov« r state banners, 
paraded madly up and down. 
since then 
the steam has gone out. 
Today we merely set the tx pected mo* 
boni, the calculated, contrived noises. Often 
the delegates make up the « nallest part of 
tJ » demonstrators. The crthers are hired or 
volunteer ipear-carriers, like the paid mour­ 
ners at a Chinese funeral 
Many times y oungsters dcanlnate the march­ 
ers Now and then the recruits have been 
pretty seedy , as if truck-loads had b« in im­ 
ported from the local skid row. 
The whole thing has the organised sy n­ 
thetic look Not only is it largely meaningless, 
It Is almost totally out of keeping with the 
spirit of the times And. set against the sober 
backdrop of a worsened international situa­ 
tion, in 1960 the entire ritual appeared down­ 
right ridiculous 
The y ear 1960 ought to see the last of it. 
Some will complain that to eliminate demon­ 
strations will drain conventions of their color. 
But artifical coloring never interests or im­ 
presses any one for long 
The real color of conventions is in their 
human conflicts 
Many never develop this 
drama and ex citement. But the potential is 
alway s there, and that is all we as a nation 
ought rea.sonably to hope for 
In this age the picking of presidential 
nominee.s has ceaaed to be a carnival. It’s 
time every one recognized the fact.

WASHINGTON—Vice President Nix on sent 
a personal observer to Los Angeles, Eddie 
McGinnis, to report to him on both back­ 
stage and frontstage developments at the 
Democratic national convention. McGinnis is 
a former kingmaker of the American Legion, 
former sergeant-at-arms of the Senate, and is 
now Washington representative for Seagrams 
whiskey and a member of the Battle Monu­ 
ments Commission. He is a shrewd observer 
of the American political scene. 
W’hile I have not been privileged to read 
Mr. McGinnis’s report I strongly suspect that 
he will report that the Republicans have one 
general challenge to worry about and one 
general development to be grateful for, as a 
result of the Democratic convention. 
They 
are: 
THE CHALLENGE-If J ack Kennedy is as 
shrewd, tough and able in conducting his 
presidential campaign as he was in getting 
the nomination, the Republicans will have the 
fight of their lives. 
Despite his age, Kennedy didn’t make a 
single major mistake in directing his nomina­ 
tion strategy and he directed it himself. He 
proved himself what the White House hasn't 
had for .some time—an ex ecutive. 
He sur­ 
rounded himself with able subordinates, used 
a brain trust to supply ideas. But he marfe 
the decisions, and he made them quickly and 
to the point. 
In an election campaign, as in running the 
government or handling foreign affairs, y ou 
have to foresee problems and meet them in 
advance, not wait until they pile up on y ou. 
Kennedy met them in advance. 
Long before convention time, he or his 
brother or his father had warmed up such 
key figures as Congressman Bill Green, boss 
of Philadelphia: Terry Sanford, the nex t gov­ 
ernor of North Carolina; Gov. George Docking 
el Kansas, and Gov. Herschel Loveless of 
Iowa. Some of them needed campaign con­ 
tributions. 
The Kennedy family is wealthy 
and obliging. All this was taken care of in 
advance. 
So, at the right time, these key 
figures fell in line when the votes were needed 
most. 
Tactics Superb 
Another piece o ( planning which wouldn’t 
aeem important to the public. Kennedy had 
a liaison man assigned to every delegation. 
One of his men was in touch with each dele­ 
gation every hour of the day and reachable 
by Kennedy headquarters every half hour. 
Kennedy knew several day s in advance how 
each delegation was talldng and thinking. 
Thus he was able to send pressure-lobby ists,

So when Kennedy ’s smart press 
ex perts announced that the governor of Ala­ 
bama was for Kennedy as if it was real hot 
news lx )S Angeles papers play ed it as if the 
solid south wa.s broken again. 
Many dele­ 
gates believed it. 
This is the kind of press relations used by 
the Russians right now to make Europe think 
our J uly 1 observation plane was shot down 
over Russian soil, when it wasn’t. It’s decep­ 
tive but it works, if y ou keep hammering 
away at it. Kennedy kept hammering hard 
and skillfully . That’s how he had the nomina­ 
tion just about sewed up before the balloting 
started. 
HAPPY DEVELOPMENT FOR G O P-O n 
the other hand McGinnis will doubUes report 
to Vice President Nix on that the Democratic 
party at Los Angeles was shown before the 
public more nakedly than at any time since 
1928 for what it really is—a loose confedera­ 
tion of labor leaders, southern principalities 
and Irish big-city bosse.s, none of them having 
too much sy mpathy with the other. 
And just as this marriage, a marriage of 
convenience between labor, the south, and 
Catholic leaders, fell apart during the AI Smith 
campaign of 1928, Republican observers will 
report that there is a strong possibility that 
it can fall apart again. Franklin D. Rooat- 
velt, master leader and politician, has been 
the only man who has kept it together on a 
national scale since 1912 when a split between 
right and left-wing Republicans gave victory 
to Woodrow Wilson. 
Actually this Democratic confederation be­ 
gan falling apart in Los Angeles right before 
the ey es of the delegates, though most of 
them didn’t know it. It started falling when 
Gov. Pat Brown, first Democratic governor 
of California in two decades, was booed more 
than any other man. His own party is spUt 
wide open—largely over Kennedy —and Brown 
cannot be re-elected. A lot of other Demo­ 
cratic governors will go down the drain in 
November because of the battle scars incurred 
in Los Angeles. This will be discussed in an 
early column.

WASHINGTON (AP)-The 1960 
presidential campaign will be the 
roughest and toughe.st in y ears. 
It has already started that way .

The fact that Kennedy 
didn’t have to do this kind of 
thing so early in the campaign, 
but chose to, is a pretty good in­ 
dication he will try to chop the 
Republican candidate to bits. 
TTie Democrats’ treatment of 
Dwight D Ei.senhower in 1952 and 
1956 was fairly mild for a cam­ 
paign.

Nix on doesn’t enjoy .such broad 
affection if only because, like Ken­ 
nedy . he didn’t have the same 
wartime distinction. 
Some of the ammunition Nix on 
used against Democrats in the

trating the government—has pret­ 
ty well dried up, Communists-in- 
government is hardly an issue in 
1960. 
For instance, in 1954 he said the 
Communist.s were fighting hard 
for an anti-Eisenhower Congress 
—which could only mean a Demo­ 
cratic Congre.ss—because, he said, 
many Democratic candidates be­ 
longed to a left-wing clique which 
“ tolerated” 
a Communist 
con­ 
spiracy . 
Paul M, Butler, then chairman 
of the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee, said Nix on was imply ing 
the Democrats were traitors. 
This y ear Nix on can hardly sug­ 
gest the two wealthy Democratic 
candidates—Kennedy , 
a 
Roman 
Catholic, and J ohnson, a Tex as 
Conservative—have any sy mpa­ 
thy for Communism. 
What he will probably try to do 
is poke holes in the Kennedy - 
J ohn.son voting records. They ’ll 
certainly try to do that to him. 
But that will be only the starting 
point.

Although y ou may find it diffi­ 
cult to believe, the weight of 
public opioion may be the deter­ 
mining factor in the control—or 
lack of control—of an infectious 
disease. 
In this column, I’ll tell y ou 
how an aroused public opinion 
has resulted in the near-eradi- 
cation of a dred infection for 
which medical science has nei­ 
ther a protective vaccine nor a 
CTirative drug. 
In the nex t column, I’ll tell 
how a lagging public opion is 
helping to keep alive a group of 
revolting 
infections 
for 
which 
medicine has effective remedies. 
Public fear of leprosy has re­ 
sulted in the near-eradication of 
this disease that cannot be pre­ 
vented by vaccine nor cured by 
drugs. 
Since Biblical times, leprosy 
has been associated in the public 
mind with defacement, deform­ 
ity . crippling, filth, moral de­ 
linquency and the “ curse of God” 
(Leviticus 13; Numbers 12). And 
since Biblical times, it has been 
treated 
with 
isolation 
and/or 
banishment 
(Leviticus 14). 
The facts that the leper “ is 
not a moral deliquent and the 
curse of God is not upon him” 
(American Leprosy Mission), that 
the disease is unrelated to filth 
and that it is very slightly con­ 
tagious appear to have made 
little impression on public reac­ 
tion to the affliction. 
Missionaries 
and 
phy sici'ans 
who tend the leprous rarely con­ 
tact the disease although they 
seem to take few precautions. 
Wives and children of lepers 
who remain in leper colonies 
with their husbands and/or fa­ 
thers do not often suffer infec­ 
tion. And it was more than 10 
y ears before the saintly Father 
Damien addressed his paritoion- 
ers as “ we lepers.” 
Yet there is no community in 
our midst that would give sanc­ 
tuary to a leper even though his 
infection might have been effec­ 
tively controlled 
by treatment 
with the newer drugs. 
So persuasive is what is called 
toe “ my thology ” of the affliction 


that efforts are being presently 
made to refer to the infection as 
Hansen’s disease (Hansen dis­ 
covered the causative bacillus). 
But not how the community 
has profited through the unjust 
suffering inflicted on the individ­ 
ual patient. 
When 
members of the 64th 
C!ongress were told that the in­ 
fection was communicable and 
might be "transmitted from in­ 
fectious cases to well individuals” 
and that “ where the factors in­ 
fluencing spread ex ist, new cases 
will develop. North or South,” 
they enacted a bill that required 
“ any person afflicted with lep­ 
rosy ” to be “ duly consigned to 
said home (the National Lepro­ 
sarium ) by the proper health 
authorities of any state, territory , 


0 r the District of Columbia” 
(1920). 
With this Act of Congress, that 
never could have been passed or 
enforced 
without 
solid 
public 
aaipport, leprosy ceased to be­ 
come a threat to our citizenry . 
Approx imately 50 patients are 
admitted y early to the Lepro­ 
sarium whose population num­ 
bers few native-born Americans. 
Thus the accomplishment of an • 
enlightened public. 


ft Conattos Ordered 
To Up AtftestmenU 
A t« al of 59 counties have been 
ordered by the state Tax Com­ 
mission to increase personal prop­ 
erty assessments for tax purposes 
Increases affect three classes of 
personal property , cattle, hogs 
and motor vehicles Some of the 
59 counties must increase assess­ 
ments only on one of the classes; 
others on more than one. 
The increases range from five 
per cent to 85 per cent, the high­ 
est being that on hogs in Putnam 
County . 
The action by the commission 
Is designed to equalize the valu­ 
ation of each class among the 
respective counties of the state, 
thus making for a fair distribu­ 
tion of the tax burden 
Equalization this y ear was based 
upon an aggregate valuation for 
tax purposes of 1% for cattle; 
$8 for hogs: and $300 for motor 
vehicles. The aggregate was ar­ 
rived at from reports of the more 
than 400 county and township as­ 
sessors throughout the state, not 
including St. 
Loui.s, St. 
Louis 
County , nor J ackson County . 
The state Tax Commis.sion has 
not issued any orders this y ear 
to increase as.sessments for tax 
purposes on real property . Accord­ 
ing to J . R. Towson, administra­ 
tive secretary to the commission, 
a thorough study is planned later 
and some orders can be ex pected 
nex t y ear. Tow.son ex plains that 
in face of an unusually 
heavy 
work load last y ear coupled with 
a lack of personnel, the commis­ 
sion was prevented from collect­ 
ing the kind of evidence needed 
on real property this time. Mean­ 
while, though, counties previously 
ordered to increase real property 
a.ssessments for tax purposes will 
continue to be checked. 
The state Tax Commission lists 
the grand total tax able wealth of 
Missouri at nearly 7» 2-billion dol­ 
lars, the highest in history . .As 
might be ex pected, biggest valu­ 
ation of the state for tax es is for 
real estate, a total of somewhat 
more than five 
billion 
dollars. 
Value of personal property for 
tax es is nex t at .somewhat more 
than a billion dollars 
Gas Tax Case Set by Court 
The case of the Thunder Oil 
Co. vs the City of Sunset Hills 
which involves the legality of a 
city tax on gasoline, is scheduled 
to be heard by Division One of 
the Missouri Supreme Court on 
September 21. The case is on ap­ 
peal by Sunset Hills from St. 
Louis County Circuit Court. The 
circuit judge threw out Sun.set 
Hills’ gasoline tax , calling the tax 
ordinance “ an abuse of tax ing 
power and shocking to the con­ 
science of the court.” 
If the Supreme Court should up­ 
hold the decision, down the drain 
probably would go gasoline tax 
ordinances in a majority of the 
110 Missouri cities now levy ing 
such tox es. 
Sun.set Hills gasoline tax is 
levied as a “ monthly license" and 
is determined at the sum of one 
cent a gallon. Sunset Hills also 


has a merchants license tax for 
other retail places <rf business de­ 
termined at a rate of tl (« each 
$1000 or fractional part therecrf 
for retail sales. 
In his decision, the circuit judge 
pointed out that if filling stations 
were required to pay the regular 
merchants license tax as other 
retail busines.ses. rather than a 
“ monthly license” , their tax would 
amount to more than $35,000 a 
y ear le.ss. 
The circuit judge held that the 
gasoline tax ordinance was not 
enacted to provide for pay ment 
of a reasonable license fee for the 
privilege of engaging in the sale 
of gasoline in order to pay for 
the reasonable cost and ex pense 
of regulation of such business, 
like the merchants tax . but was 
enacted instead to raise revenue 
to pay general city ex pends. 
He concluded that the gasoline 
tax of Sunset Hills “ is an at­ 
tempt 
. .to tax ga.soline as a 
commodity , while having no spe­ 
cific statutory authority to do so 
and to call it a license is to engage 
in subterfuge, that said ordinance 
is an unreasonable, unjust, illegal 
and discriminatory tax against. .. 
tho.ce engaged in the business of 
selling motor feul. gasoline and 
in favor of those engaged in other 
busine.sses or occupations. . 
Brucellosis Program 
Moves Steadily .Ahead 
Though slowed somewhat by n 
cut in funds by the last legislature, 
Missouri’s Brucellosis Control and 
Eradication program is moving 
steadily ahead with 63 counties 
now certified “ brucellosis free.” 
Last y ear at this time, a total 
of .38 counties had been certified. 
Presently , 
initial testing has 
been completed in eight additional 
counties and these merely await 
formal certification: testing is go­ 
ing on in 13 more; 13 others have 
requested testing; 11 are try ing 
to get enough signatures on peti­ 
tions to request testing; and there 
is no activity in 
six counties. 
However, four of the latter are 
in Southeast Missouri from whence 
a.ssurance has come to the state 
veterinarian in charge of the pro­ 
gram that they will come into the 
program just as soon as he ha.s 
personnel available. This may be 
in the Fall. 
The program began on a com­ 
pulsory basis in April of 1956. It 
includes inspection and testing by 
the state Department of Agricul­ 
ture of an area so as to insure 
it "brucellosis free" It was hoped 
by the department to have the 
entire state certified at the end 
of the present biennium, but an­ 
other y ear has been added ba- 
cau.se of lack of funds.
